by the seller... but not, when I have arrived to seller's home, it was a 
NC-183D. Well, I don't know your opinion (please, let me know) but mine is 
that this is a better candidate (perhaps less common and, sure, older) to 
restoration. Anyway, this is what I have... Price for the critter has been 
about US$28 


But work is not going to be easy, this is sure. Here you have what I have 
found missing at first glance: 


*NC-183D missing items: 


-All tubes (I am sure I will need to locate some of them, as my stock of 
old tubes is _very_ limited) 
-All tube covers 
-S-meter 
-Bottom covers (both) 
-Knobs: xTrimmer 
xBand spread 
*Main tuning 
*CWO 
xTone 
*xAF gain 
*RF gain (present but damaged) 
*xPhasing (present but damaged) 
-Switches: *STBY/REC 
*xAVC/MVC 
*PHONO/RADIO 


xOther faults: 


-Front panel and cabined would need a paint work (oxide, scratches, ...) 
-Broken rear panel connectors (bakelite pieces broken) 
-Oil filled capacitor has leaked and all chassis is full of its mess :-( 


*Good points (there is always something good in everything ;-) ): 


-Main tuning cover is present and screws seem untouched 

-Both dials are there and dial mechanisms (hardly) move 

-Apart of the listed above, it _seems_ there is no other mechanical part 
missing, so tuning mechanism _seems_ complete 

-All IF cans, RF/IF coils and transformers are there and seem not 'tweaked' 


Overall, I would rate the rig as a 2-3 over 10. But, if I locate the 
missing items and do a carefully cleaning job, it could end as a 6-7 
cosmetic and a 8-10 (depending on my abilities ;-) ) electric condition, 
worth to add it to my collection. 


So, what I most need are the missing items and, mainly, tubes, S-meter and 
knobs. Please, let me knob if you have anything of it available. Thanks! 


I have already taken some pictures and will add a WEB page with all this 
Project information and advances as soon as I have some time. Now I will go 
to BAMA site for the NC-183D manual (I had already the NC-300 printed :-( ) 


Well, this is so far my 'hardest' Winter Project... I hope (with your 
help!) to be able to rescue this basket case receiver. It is worth a try, 
don't you think so?

Good morning, 


Yesterday night I began with the NC-183D Project... First step, as usual, 
is cleaning it to discover the beauty so long covered by mud. Incredibly 
enough, some front panel ugly spots, which seemed as corrosion and gave the 
set a terrible looking, were just a kind of tar which removed easily with 
my favourite cleaner. Of course, front panel is not as new, but now you can 
look at it directly; no need to turn your eyes ;-)!. There are some 
scratches here and there, but they impress character to the rig. As the 
lettering is engraved, I will fill it with white paint and that will sure 
enhance the panel looking. 


I found several troubles while working on the set: 


(1) The screw which holds the band selector knob is broken, so I can't get 
it out. I put some oil in the hole and will try today again, but as it is 
broken, there is small hope. So I will need to drill it and, in case I 
can't, break the knob... any hint to save it? 


(2) I think the power transformer, as some of you suggested, is toasted. 
And the grummy deposit over about 50% of the chassis (both in the upper and 
in the lower sides!) seems to be a resin coming from the boiling of the 
potting compound. I have opened the can where the power transformer is, and 
the black compound is cooked and broken in parts so the transformer 
moves... So, another thing I need, is a 112 transformer. 


I need also to remove the grummy compound. Alcohol does nothing on it... do 
you know of any solvent for it? 


(3) L40, a choke in the power supply, is not missing but changed with a 
different type (of course, holes don't match). It seems it also leaked some 
kind of compound, which is on another 25% of the chassis and also in the 
rear panel. It is hard, as a thermo adhesive. Another thing I need to remove! 


I have been also told that those old National used a very cheap resistors 
that need replacement. Of course, caps will also need replacement... 


I guess Winter will end before I finish this Project, hi! 


Please, if anybody knows where I could locate the parts I need (S-meter, 
knobs, toggle switches, T12, L40), let me know. 


I will work on the NC-183D Project WEB page today. Will keep you informed.
